LAST YEAR'S RECORD 
BROKEN IN CHICAGO 


Persons Weak and Run­ 
down Are Easy Victims. 
Fortify Against Attack 
By Taking Tanlac. 


According to late press reports is­ 
sued by state and city health au­ 
thorities, Influenza is again becom­ 
e s epidemic In many sections, and 
much alarm is now felt that It may 
become general 
over 
the 
entire 
country. 
The disease has made Its great- 
* est progress in Chicago and vicinity, 
where thousands of new cases are 
retorted daily. Recently 2,514 eases 
were reported in Chicago in one day, 
breaking last year's record when 
the epidemic was at IU height. Re­ 
ports from other sections nre also 
alarming, and the disease is gain­ 
ing headway in some sections of 
Texas, Virginia, the Middle-West, 
and on the Pacific. It has also ap­ 
peared in other communities, al­ 
though it has not yet reached the 
epidemic stage. 
Owing to the lateness of the sea­ 
son it is not thought possible that 
the disease can become the great 
and terrifying scourge that it was 
last year, when it swept the entire 
country and claimed its victims by 
the hundreds of thousands. The dan­ 
ger is too great, however, to take 
any chances and everything pos­ 


sible should he done to ward It 
off. 
Medical authorities 
agree 
that 
people who are weak and rundown 
are the earliest victims of Influenza. 
If yon find yourself tired (and ner­ 
vous), weak and losing flesh, or if 
you are in* a generally run-down 
condition or catch cold easily, this 
warning should be heeded promptly. 
You are realty in danger if exposed 
to the disease, because it Is gener­ 
ally believed to be very .contagious, 
and you are apt to fall an easy vic­ 
tim if you come in contact with the 
germs. 
People who are well and strong 
are not likely to contract the dis­ 
ease because they are able to throw 
it off.

losses reported by the local fire de­ 
partment is $1030.00, of which $150 
was for a barn burned outside the 
city limits. 
The losses for the year 
just closed were the smallest in the 
history of Ada. 
The reduction in fire lose— from 
vear to year has been entiiwly re­ 
markable. 
In 1911 the loss from 
one fire alone was more than $100,- 
000. This loss was occasioned by 
the burning of the 
compress. 
In 
1912 the lo— amounted to $65,950. 
The last heavy lo— was in 1914, 
when it totalled $73,470.00. During 
that year a large motor fire wagon 
was purchased by the city and the 
fire department otherwise strength­ 
ened.

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INDICTING A STATE 


The brilliant editor of the McAlester News-Capital forgets 
the assertion of Edmund Burke that it is not possible to draw 
an indictment against a whole people and proceeds to draw 
a most bitter indictment against the entire population of 
Mississippi. 
The reason for our esteemed contemporary’s 
anger is that the Mississippi legislature recently defeated the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment and laughed while defeating it 
We are not prepared to challenge the News-Capital’s sta­ 
tistics as to “lynchings and moonshine stills and washing ma­ 
chines’ ’in Mississippi. 
But we do know that the white 
women of Mississippi do not want the ballot* if the ballot must 
come by way of an amendment to the national constitution. 
They have been taught to believe (and their belief is shared 
by some of the ablest jurists in America) that the adoption of 
the Federal amendment will take'from the states their right 
to regulate suffrage and will delegate to congress the power 
of writing the election laws of all the states. Whether this 
view is the correct one or not* the fact remains that Mis­ 
sissippi women believe it is true. 
It is the eternal negro question over again. 
Recently 
we put this question direct to the president of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy of Mississippi: “Do the women of Mis­ 
sissippi want the ballot?” Her instant answer was: “Not if 
equal suffrage has* to come by a Federal amendment.* We 
want to vote, of course, but we want to win the right by vote 
of our own people. 
You know we have only one political 
question in our state and that is the negro question. 
You 
know the negroes outnumber the white people in our state 
about twelve to seven. If the national amendment gives con­ 
gress power to write our election' laws and congress repeals 
our present laws, chaos will come again in Mississippi. The 
days of negro ascendancy were more disastrous to Mississippi 
than the four years of war. We never want to see such con­ 
ditions again and we are not willing to take any chance on 
such conditions coming again. We are, therefore, asking our 
legislators to oppose the suffrage amendment when the legis­ 
lature meets.”

RESENTS BOUSH TREATMENT 


One of the Blq Drawbacks to !ndua> 
try Is Inability ef Farmer to Keep 
Tubers in Storage—Field 
DI Massa Are Serious. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Sweet potatoes deserve as careful 
handling as apples. In fact, they will 
not stand the rough handling that ap­ 
ples are often subjected to In grading 
and packing. 
This statement may surprise many 
sweet potato growers who are not In 
the habit of \ taking pains to avoid 
bruising this product 
The question 
of proper handling of sweet potatoes 
Is one of several points touched on in 
a publication just issued by the bureau 
of plant industry of the United States 
department of agriculture, Farmers' 
Bulletin No. 1059, entitled “Sweet Po­ 
tato Diseases.” 
One of the chief barriers to the 
extension of sweet potato growing in 
this country is the inability of farm­ 
ers to keep sweet potatoes in storage 
so that they can be placed on the 
market in winter when prices are good. 
Consequently most of the crop grown 
la consumed locally or sold at digging 
time when prices ara low. 
A few 
sweet potatoes go to northern mar­ 
kets in winter, and even in the South 
they cannot be obtained with any de­ 
gree of certainty at that season. 
Specialists of the department of agri­ 
culture believe that if storage methods 
and principles were better understood, 
far more sweet potatoes would be 
available for winter use. 
Must Fight Diseases. 
However, the success of the indus­ 
try doeR not depend on careful han­ 
dling alone. There are several seri­ 
ous field diseases, as this bulletin 
points out, the best known of which 
are black rot. stem rot and foot ro t 
The storage of sweet potatoes affect­ 
ed with black rot must necessarily re­ 
sult In heavy loss, since the disease 
spreads rapidly throughout the bins. 
Stem rot, on the other hand, does not 
produce any marked decay In storage, 
but It may open the way for storage 
rot organisms to enter the potato. 
After sweet potatoes are dry and 
the surface moisture has dried off 
they should be carefully laid in con­ 
tainers holding about a bushel and 
hauled to a storage house. 
If the po­ 
tatoes are to be stored In bins they 
should be poured carefully from the 
containers Into the bins. There are 
some advantages in storing in crates 
rather than in bins.

Structure at Agra, India, Admittedly 
One of the Moat Beautiful 
In the World. 


Among the most beautiful of Shah 
Jahan’s sculptured monuments Is the 
Pearl mosque at Agra. The entrance 
gateway of red sandstone contrasts 
effectively with the interior of white 
and blue-veined marble. 
An insertp< 
tion in letters of black marble states 
that this mosque may be likened to a 
precious pearl, for no other mosque is 
similarly lined with marble. 
The Indian influence upon Ma home. 
tan architecture of this period Is evi 
denced In the lotus petal cap decorsb 
Ing the domes and in the purely Hindu 
finials, legitimate Mahometan mosques 
bearing instead the simple spire, with 
the star and crescent. 
The foliated 
arches come from a Buddhist source, 
symbolizing the lotus-leaf shaped aura 
around the body of Gautama. 
The 
pointed upper foliation is derived from 
the shape of the leaf of the bodhi, or 
plpul tree, under which Gautama at­ 
tained to enlightenment and Buddah 
hood, and Is commonly used In Bud­ 
dhist Idolatry to Indicate the nimbus 
around the head. 
The master builders of Mogul days 
were chiefly Indians from Bengal, and 
since they were artists and artisans 
rather than mechanical workers much 
of the Inspiration of the architecture 
of this period must be accredited to 
them.

A Field of Sweet Potatoes, the Rais­ 
ing of Which Can Bo Made Highly 
Profitable. 


the free circulation of air among toe 
potatoes, a condition which cannot be 
so readily obtained if they are piled 
In e bin. 
The crate has an added ad­ 
vantage in that by its use as many 
potatoes can be taken out for the 
market at any one time during the 
winter as are desired without disturb­ 
ing the remainder. 
Sweet potatoes 
will not stand frequent handling, and 
for that reason It is unwise to disturb 
a pile or bin unless they are all mar­ 
keted at the same tim* 
, 
Dig Late for Storage. 
Potatoes intended for storage should 
be dug as late in the fall as is consist­ 
ent with weather condition* This la 
usually just preceding frost or after the 
first light frost 
Frozen potatoes will 
not keep, and It Is likely that a heavy 
frost will injure them to some ex­ 
tent 
It ie advisable after a heavy 
frost to cut toe vines at once and dig. 
To walt too long may mean that In ar­ 
der to avoid freezes the potatoes musj 
be dug during bed weather. 
After 
the potatoes are dug tiny should be 
left exposed long enough to dry off 
the surface moisture. 
On a bright 
day this would require but an hour or 
two. 
On a very bot day, however, It 
would be desirable to hurry the pota­ 
toes to the shade after their surfaces 
have been dried in the sun. 
Full details on storing sweet pota­ 
toes are contained in Farmers’ Bul­ 
letin No. WO of toe United States de­ 
partment-of agricultor*
